Directly before Paris, the German 
encircling movement squeezed the 
defending armies unceasingly and 
the French posted statements in- 
tended to make the main part of 
the capital an open city. Thus it ap- 
peared that they would fight on in 
the suburbs before Paris but if forc- 
ed back there they would avoid de- 
fending the heart of the city and 
hope that the Germans would not 
seek to destroy it. 

Italy still was playing a minor 
role in the conflict, although British 
sources reported that Italian troops 
had been sent into Germany two 
weeks before the declaration of 
war.

Change Favored 


Amendments Approved By 
Vote Of 80 Per Cent Of 
Growers, Studt Reveals 


SAN FRANCISCO, (lP)—Amend- 
ments to the federal marketing 
jagreement for California Bartlett 
pears, plums and Elberta peaches 
were tentatively approved in a 
referendum by more than 80 per- 
cent of the growers voting, it was 
announced today by Ward B. Studt, 
division of marketing and market- 
ing agreements of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Studt said final results of the re- 
ferendum, including all ballots, will 
be forwarded to the secretary of 
agriculture at Washington. 

In addition to a two-thirds fav- 
orable grower vote, a sign-up of 
growers representing 67 per cent of 
the fruit shipped by signers of the 
original agreement is required be- 
fore the secretary of agriculture can 
give the amendments final approv- 
al. 


40-YEAR-OLD CAGE IN 
USE AT KELSEY 
MINES 


The Marshall Milling and Mining 
Company is using an historical steel 
cage on the Big Sandy and Grey 
Eagle gold mining claims near Kel- 
sey, says a Sacramento report.
